DPRING the converfation mentioned in the laft num- 
ber, fome company came in, who foon entered into the 
{pirit of the debate, and a fhort time difcovered that 
every perfon prefent had fuffered from the neglect of 
duty and the infolence of fervants. Some fuch accounts 
were given of impofitions fuffered from this clafs, that 
the landlady’s provocation fubfided, and it was fucceed- 








ed by’an apparent exultation, in comparing the impe- 


cence of which fhe complained, with the various abufes 
which had been fuftained by others. ‘The company 
prefent was compofed of fuch as were, or had been 
houfekeepers, and every individual had a charge to pre- 
fer. It was not lang before the numerous complaints, 
produced queries from one to the other, ef this nature, 
* And why did not you do fo and fo?” ‘To this quef- 
tion, one a neral anfwer was given, though varied in ex- 
preffion, which amounted to this,—that employers were 
bound by law to fulfil their engagemz< 1s to fervants, but 
that fervants were under no obligation to fulfil their part 
of the obligation, and that nothing was left in the power 
of the employer, but to /ufer and sheep changing. 

Mr. Biunt, who had been filently liftening to the con- 
yerfation, now improved the firft opportunity of advoca- 
ting the caufe of the abfent party—Why Ladies, faid 
he, you muft extend equal rights to all citizens, is it not 
right that you fhould have the liberty of difmifling a 
fervant when you are diflatisfied ? And on their part, is 
st not right that they fhould leave a place in which #ey 
are diffatisfied ? And when they leave this place, is it not 
right that they thould receive their wages ? It was ac- 
kaowledged on all hands that thefe were reciprocal 
rights; but, faid one of the ladies, permit me to alk you 
fone queftions, refpecting rights. Is it right that ina 
compact between two perfons, the law fhould bind one 
party to the fulfilment of their duty, and leave the other 
to neglect their obligations, without the fmalleft injunc- 
tion to fulfil it ? Is it right that 1 fhould employ a per- 
fon to perform certain duties, and be obliged to pay 
that perfon for tying in’ a flate of intoxication, at atime 
when the performance oMhofe duties is moft wanted ? 
Is it right that in the midft of the moft bufy domeftic 
occupations, I fhould he abruptly deferted without no- 
tice, and infulted without ceremony ? Is it right that in- 
ftead of decent bchaviour, for which I contra&, my chil- 
dren are to be inftru&ed in the mot profane language 
in my abfence ? Is it right that I fhould be made to fuf- 
fer, for the :moft gentle endeavours to correct thefe bale 
habits ? Is it right that there thould be no power in the 
fiate for corrc€ting thefe evils, nor aay perfon appointed 
whofe duty it is to hear and redrefs ther? Is it right 
that the fame contemptible being who is capable of 
thefe and many other infamous practices, fhould go di- 
rectly to another family with the faireft profeflions, and 
there conduct in the fame manner, without their receiv- 
ing acommunication of the truth? Is it right that this 
game fhould be played throughout the whole city, with- 
out one public effort toward a due regulation of the con- 
duc of thofe on whom the people rely for domeftic af. 
fiftance ? Or, is it right that they who engage to give 
fuch affiftance, and who have no-other means of fupport, 
fhould be thus permiited to cultivate every vice, where- 
by to poifon the fprings of morality ? 
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_ Mr. Brunt replied, that he could not advocate fuch 
inftances of mifconduct, nor could he deny that they ex- 
ifted, for he had witnefled them ; but, faid he, it is not 
eafy to corre& them I believe, without infringing on the 
rights of individuals. 

Why, faid one of the ladies, are not thefe inftances of 


fuffered, if there be fo much eelicacy refpecting rights ? 
Let the mutual rights be fiipported, and the errors will 
ceafe. But how is this to be done ? faid another. 

To the gueftion | replied, that this was a fubje&, up- 
on which a gentleman in the ftage had latcly given his 
opinion of a reform ; and his propofitions appeared fo 
reafonable, that J did not doubt the company would ac- 
knowledge their ufefulnefs and practicability. This pro- 
duced a requeft that I woulddeferibe them. I readily 
accepted the invitation and related the remarks of the 
Door upon this topic, as given in No. 8, of the Paffen- 
ger.

BIOGRAPHY. 


GEORGE BUCHANAN, 
FAMOUS as a man of learning in general, and as an 
excellent latin fcholar in particular, was born in the 
parith of Killerne, in Scotland, in the month of Februa- 











circumftances, fince they were able to educate him at 
the Univerfity of Paris. He pafled through a great va- 
riety of fcenes, having firit bofme arms as a common 
-foldier, in a French corps in Scotland; he thence be- 
eame_an Inftructor, in the College of St. Barbe, and was 
at one time named Principal of a College, in the Univer- 
fity of St. Andrew. He¢e lived ten years abroad, with the 
Earl of Caffilis, and was afterwards appointed Preceptor 
to a fon of James the fifth. Being forced to leave his coun- 
try for his favire on the Francifcans,he refided three years 
in Bourdeaux. From France he proceeded to Portugal 
in confequence of the invitation of King John the third. 
He was there thrown into the Inquifition, and remained 
in it about cighteen months; upon his liberation, he 
went fir to England, next to France, and in 1554, to 
Italy, with Marihal Briffac, in whofe family he contin- 
ued five or fix years. He came back to Scotland in 
1563, and vilited France two years afterwards, to fuper- 
intend the printing his tranflatiog of the Pfalms. After 
this laft vifit to the continent, he was Moderator of the 
General Affembly of the Church of Scotland, Director 
of the Chancery, Member of the Privy Council, and 
Keeper of the Privy Seal. He died in Sept. 1582. 
Some able diicuflion has taken place of late 
years, tending on the one fide, to fix upon him the 
charge of ingratitude towards fome of the Royal Fami- 


the other to vindicate his memory from that accufation, 
It isagreed by all, that he lived in habits of friendthip 
with the moft diftinguifhed characters of his age ; and 
that his works, which are numerous, contain indifputable 
proofs of his extraordinary genius and learning. Beforethe 
year 1715, editions of them had been publtthed at Lon- 
don, Edinburgh, Paris, Amfterdam, Leyden, Frankfort, 
Utrech, Leipfic, Lyons, and Geneva. An anecdote 
reported by the biographer of Guftavus Adolphus, will 
ferve to thew in what eftimation his poctry was held.
